The invention is directed to the inhibition of halitosis causing anaerobic bacteria (eg. black pigmented 
Prevotella, Eubactenum and Micromonas sp) in flie oral cavity by the introduction of a BLIS-producing S. 
salivarius or an extract thereof. 

The document cited in the ISK were category A only . Therefore the subject matter of the present claims is not 
disclosed in any of the patent document cited. Hence the requirements of Article 33(2) POT with regard to the 
requirement for novelty. 

Dl was pubUshed after the priority date and will not be considered further. See however the indication in Box

Inventive Step aSVClaims 1-70 

Claims 1-70 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(3) with regard to the requirement of Inventive Step 
because the prior art does not obviously suggest to a person skilled in ttie art to use a BLIS-producing S.
